NWS OF M CAPITAL 



Government Called Upon to Make 
Good Their Bluff of an Export 
Unty on Mckel. 



While Canada Sapjilies the Ore 
United Ntalps Labor Alone 
Profits by Rtiininfi'. 



(From Our Own Corrcspondeut.» 

Orr.vwA, Fel). 1. — A large deputation 
reproeentioK tlie nickel industries of 
Canada interviewed the t;overnineiit to- 
day to ask for the irii))oaition of an ex- 
port duty on nickel and eopper orcB. 
IjEBt Bebsion the goveriiiiitmt took power 
under the tariil' to impose an export 
duty on all ores, but bo far nothing bae 
been done. The deputation pointed out 
that there is only one other nickel de- 
posit in the world which comparea with 
those lit Sudbury, namely the iiiiiiHS at 
New Caledoiiiu. Canada has vast ijuan- 
titiea of iron, but under present 'un- 
ditions not nn iron mine in Uaniuld ia 
worth one (lolliir. She has viut i|iianti- 
ties of nickel and copper, but tliesy de- 
posits as operated are of very little value 
to Canada, although of great importance 
to thf3 Slates aud Europe. The only 
way iu which benefit may bo conferred 
upon Canada would be by joinin^; the 
nickel and iron interests tof^ether, wliich 
coultl Ije dono by pbieing iin export litity 
on nickel and copper in their crude form 
which would compel the reliniDg to lie 
done in tbe Dominion. It also 
was pointed out that if the Dominion 
government impoeed an export duty 
of 10 per cent, upon nickel in any form 
ehortof being fully refined thelmfri- 
canconeumer would have to pay that 
mnch more for bia nickel. Supposini; 
American manafactarerB added hut five 
per cent, of nickel to their steel, or 100 
pounds to the ton, under the iJinsley 
bill it would cost him per ton more 
thiin.it now costs hini. In other words 
Canada wouU receive equivalent benefit 
ami few counlrioB in tlie world would be 
able to coin petu against her with such 
advantngea as tlie;e. The coveriiiuent 
were aseurreil that if an export duty 
were imposed an immediate arrange- 
ment could be iiiftdo for erecting re- 
liners and furnaces in Canailii. Tliey 
promised careful conHideration. 

The Trade and Navigation HeturnH 
are out. Tlieir salient features have 
already been dealt with in Ottawa dea- 
patchea.

Two young men from Sovn 
Scotia have aucuumbed and lour or live 
more cases were reported a couple of 
days ago. The case of tbe two victims 
was a very sad one, especially as they 
were left to die in a box car without any 
medical attendance or comforts. Every- 
body was afraid to go near them.

Spanish Forces Suller Severely TlioiiRh

Havana, ]<"eb. I, — A skirmish betw^en 
the Spanish and llie insurgents has 
taken place, it ia announced, at the cen- 
tral plantation of Conatancia, province 
of Santa Clara. The Spanish version of 
the affair is that the sugar cane cutters 
assisted by a military force defeated the 
insurgents, killed two of tbe latter and 
eonipelled the enemy to retire. But it 
is admitted that the comiiuinder of tlie 
.Spaniards was wotiiuied and tiiat tlie 
chief of the guerilla force in the prov- 
ince and five laborers were killed and 
four wounded. 



A WARLIKE IIUJIOR. 

Believed That Japan is Now Actively Pre- 
paring for Trouble. 

London, Feb. 1. — A despatch to tlie 
Daily Alifil from Nagasaki says: "The 
Far Faatern eituatfon ia very serious 
and it is believed that Jaoau ia most 
actively preparing for war," 



HAWAIIAN TREATY. 

Its Prospects in the Senate Greatly Im- 
proved and Adoption Looked For. 

Washington, Feb. 1.— The condition 
in the senate respecting the Hawaiian 
annexation treaty hag greatly improved 
and the friends of the treaty, including 
Senator Davie, chairtuHu of the foreign 
relations committee, are confident that 
sixty senators whose votes are necessary 
for two-thirds majority will vote lor 
ratilication. Canfldence in the changed 
condition is found in the determination 
of the friends of ratification to press for- 
ward the treaty to a final vote.

Seatti.i;, l''eb. 1, — There cnine on the 
Rosalie to Seattle on Sunday a newpa- 
per correspondent named E. H. Welia, 
who left Daweon on December 20 and 
made the trip to tidewater in tbirty-tive 
days ^ith three companions. Mr. Wells 
was the bearer of important dispatchea 
to the United .States war doiiartmeut re- 
gudng Captain Jiay and the eitiiatioii 
at l'"ort Yukon. 

Wasulsgton, Fob. 1,— tien. Merriam, 
under inetructione from Acting Secre- 
tary Meiklejohu, yesterday opened at 
Seattle the despatches brought by Rpe- 
cial messenger Wells from Capt. Lay, 
tlie deparlmenl'e epeciai lepresentalive 
iu the Klondike, and forwarded an ab- 
stract of them to the war departiueiit by 
telegraph. Acting Secretary Meiklejohu 
was HO much impressed with the atiite- 
ments wired that be Btibinitted the des- 
patch at once to Secretary Alger, who ia 
now convaleBcing at his home Iroia a 
long illness, antl after consultation be- 
tween these oOiciala the paper \vn.B Ecnt 
over to the White House, where il 
formed a subject of consideration for the 
cal.iinot meeting to-day. The abstrai;t of 
Capt. Lay's report, aa telegraphed by 
iMajor Robinson, ia a3followe: 

" Seattle, Jan. 31, — Complying with 
telegram of to-day, five letters and two 
packages from Cajjlain P. H. Ray ad- 
dressed to you, in hands of special 
courier E. H. Wells, were intercepted by 
me. Their substance was asfoUows : The 
latest bears date of November 'J aud 3, 
and refers to attempted robliery of 
caches. It recommcntla that the United 
States government take steps ell'ectually 
to check iiiiiiiigration to tlie interior of 
Alaska of all persona not fully supplied 
to laBt two years. It gives as a reason 
that there is no way ol earning a living, 
aud no placer diecoveries iaave been 
made within tbe last eight months 
either in Alaska or the Northwest Terri- 
tories. 

"There is no employment for any 
large number of people in any capacity. 
All values are speculative. There is no 
fixed standard for labor. There is not 
now or likely to be within twelve 
months adequate or eihcient means of 
supplying the people now in Alaska or 
the North West Territories. He ia of 
opinion that only eeven per cent, of all 
the people who have entered during the 
past year have earned their living, and 
hunoreds are now scattered along tJie riv- 
er destitute of food, clothing and money. 
People coming in have not had the 
faintest conception what to do to earn :i 
living atid spending the money tliey 
bring, become d^zsd and helpleiih'. He 
states that the rush will be great next 
year, aud a step taken to prevent people 
Irum coming in their ignorance will be 
an act ol charity. 

" In view of recent development and 
the kiiowl(,<d,re that the lawless are band- 
ing together along the river for the pur- 
pose of robbery, ha renews the sugges- 
tion for the government placing on tbe 
river steamers with high power, armed, 
and used to patrol the river, and tbe 
plaidng of detachmenta as tbe move- 
ment of iicople demanda. He alaorecom- 
meuds a preliminary survey from Cook's 
Inlet to tbe interior for an all-American 
road."

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ABLIZZABD AT BOSTON 



Coasts of Massachusetts ami New- 
foundlaud Swept by the Worst 
Storm in Years. 



Trains Stalled and Telegraph and 
Telephone Services Wrecked 
—Other Weather Beports. 



St. John's, Nfld., Feb. 1.— Another 
bhzzard is raging here to-day. A large 
number o( men have been driven oil' on 
ail ice-floe in Trinity bay, and it is feared 
there will be a repetition of the disaster 
of seven years ago, when forty perished. 
The thermometer shows 20 dejireea be- 
low zero and the cold is ao terrible that 
Bome loss of life mnat reeiilt. The gov- 
ernment ia deapatuhin;; a reacao steamer 
to the endangered men. 

An unidentified steamer believed to be 
the Jamaica, Capt. Peterson, from New 
York, January 25., for St. .lohn's with a 
KOneral cargo, is visible in an iee-lloe oil' 
Ferryland, thirty miles south of this 
port. She ia flying signals of distress 
and it is fenred that she has been seri- 
ously injured and crushed by the ice. 

WoucESTER, Mass., Feb. 1.— Not since 
the memorable blizzard of March 12, 
1SS8, has this eoctior. been so com- 
pletely enow-bound. Business this morn- 
ing is practically suapeuded, and the 
streets in most parte of the city are im- 
passable. The storm bocan early on 
Monday, ani for twenty-fours hours it 
snowed continuously. The higli winds 
which prevailed yesterday and last night 
made huge drifts, some of them ten or 
fifteen feet high. 

Railroad service ia at a standstill, and 
at thia hour there ia no communication 
of any sort with Boston. None of the 
telegraph or telephone companies have 
a wire working, and it ia not known 
when a mail train can get through. 
Electric street railways are tied up, and 
scores of cars were stalled at points 
along the line all ni^ht. There are re- 
ports of wrecked trains and many stories 
of stalled passenger trains, which have 
not been verified. At 1 o'clock the 
storm was over and the sun came out. 

G LoucEHTEK, ]\[aBS., Feb. 1. — The storm 
at Ulouceator was one of the worst in a 
great many years, and the damage which 
liea in its wake will foot up about ^200,- 

000. About one thousand fishing and 
other veaeels were wholly or partially 
wrecked. Eighteen livea are aaid to 
have been lost. A great number of 
vessela were driven ashore and injured 
more or less. They succeeded in getting 
ofl' again. 

Boston, JIaaa., Feb. 1. — The through 
trains which were due before noon did 
not arrive until late this afternoon. 
None of the roads were able to run any 
trains further than ten miles early this 
forenoon. To-night a few trama are 
moving and running without telegraphic 
service. The city and suburba are 
covered with broken poles and tangled 
wires. 

Many horses were killed in the afreets 
by stepping upon the ends of telephone 
wires wtiich had fallen across the trolley 
wires. To-night the situation assumed 
each a dangeroua aspect that Mayor 
tiuincy ordered tliat none of the electric 
lights be turned on except in districts 
where the wirea are underground. 

It will require weeks to restore the 
telephone and telegraph service. Not a 
single telegraph wire out of Boston was 
in operation all day, and the telephone 
wires were almost in aa bad shape. This 
afternoon a telephone aervice as far as 
Worcester was established. 

The wholesale, and mojt all indnstri* a 
of the city, were deserted all day. Tht-

acLions were very limited, chiefly due j 
to the absence of ul-wb from Ilje Now 
York stock exclinnL'c, 

Ship;)ing in tiie har!)or was coiisiilur- 
ably ilamiiged during last nigtit and the 
(iirly morning. It is feared tlmt many 
disastere to coaat shipping will be re- 
ported when telegraphic communication 
ia restored. 

The centre of the storm appeared to bo 
in the vicinity of New Bedford, and the 
brunt of it fell on Boston and terri- 
tory within a radius of 15 to 
20 miles. From meagre reports re- 
ceived from the middle and western 
parts of the state the atorm was 
less aevere. Here about twenty inches 
of snow fell. A large number were em- 
l)loyed by the transportation companies 
clearing the tracks, and it is expected 
all roads will operate regular trains- to- 
morrow.

Trains are blocked 
in all directions. The only mail since 
yesterday arrived at 10 o'clock this 
morning, 

Chicago, Feb. ]. — Reports from vari- 
ous towns in Michigan, Xorthorn Wie- 
conein and Northern Indiana, tell of a 
severe blizzard raging in that section of 
the country. Tlio wind is lilowing a 
gale unci huge snowdrifts nre being ))iled 
111 llio lii^bwiiya. All trains are more 
or less delayeil, and in some towns 
street railway traffic has been entirely 
suspended. 

A report frorn Marquette, Mich., 



states that the storm on the lake was 
fearful, the wavea bursiing completely 
over Picnic rocks, eomething they have 
not done in years. 

Toronto, Feb. l.--The temperature 
thia morning from S to 11 o'clock was 5 
below zero, risinp; above zero at noon. 
The observatory says it will be 20 below 
zero to-night throuiibout Southern On- 
tario, which will be colder than for 
many years. 

MoNTKHAi,, Feb. 1, — The big auow 
storm of last eight and to-day has de- 
moralized railway tnifBc and trains are 
late. New York linea being afTected the 
worst. The storm extends from the 
great lakes to the Atlantic.

TWENTY-TWO DKOWJSED. 

Mail Steamer Wrecked Oir the Island ol 
Guernsey With Great Loss of Life, 

I'l.YMOUTir, Eng., Feb. 1 ,— The mail 
steamer Channel Queen has been totally 
wrecked oiT the • Island of Guernsey. 
The steamer struck on the rocks during 
a fog this morning and sank. 

The Channel Queen's engines were re- 
versed when the rooks were seen, but it 
was too late. The first boatload reached 
land and songht help. The fishermen 
made gallant reacuea, although the heavy 
seA prevented their boat from approach- 
ing the wreck. The survivors had to be 
dragged by ropes tlirouth the aea to the 
rescuing boats. Tlie cai)tain was the last 
to leave the wreck. 

The latest report is that 22 were 
drowned: the chief engineer, three 
stokers and eighteen paeaengers, includ- 
ing fourteen Breton Islandera. The sail- 
ors were drowned in their cabins, when 
the aeaa swamped the vessel. The ree- 
oued passengers lost everything, even 
their clothing.

A United States tioverument Expedi- 
tion to Find the Deey Water 
ChauBcl. 



Copper River Conntvy Also to Be 
Prospected for Konta to 
Klondike. 



Prof. Prichett, chief of the United 
States Coast and Geodetic Survey, has 
completed his arrangements for the ex 
pedition which will start for Alaska in 
the spring to make an examination of 
the delta of the Yukon river, for the 
purpose of locating and marking, if pos 
sible, a deep-water entrance to the riv 
er. For the carrying out of thia work 
and for the exploration of the Copper 
river, congress haa just passed a bill ap 
propriating the sum of !flO0,000. The bill 
will undoubtedly be aigned by the Pre 
sident within a few days, and the money 
will be immediately available. The ex 
pedition to be sent out is to be a joint 
land and water party, and will be under 
the direction of Lieut. .T. L. Helm. 
Lieut. Helm ia a skilled hydrographist, 
a man of abundant energy and per- 
.sisteiicy and one of the best executive 
ofiicers in the hydrographic service 
lie is a native of Illinois. In this con- 
nection it is interesting to note that all 
the authentic information which the 
United States authorities have of Alaska 
is that which was furnished by ,Tohn E 
McGrath, of St. Louis, who made the 
first survey of that territory somd years 
ago, and that whatever further informa 
tion will be obtained thia spring will be 
secured through an expedition organized 
by another St. Louisan, Prof. Pritchett. 

Tbe expedition will leave San Fran 
Cisco in April. It will consist of about 
thirty men in all. The expedition will 
bo taken to the mouth of the YuKon on 
the steamer Gedney,one of the boats be 
longing to the coaat survey. Tbe work 
of sounding for the channel will be begun 
as soon as the expedition arrives at the 
mouth of the river, and will be proaecut- 
ed with vigor. It ia deaired, if possible, 
to locate and mark a deep-water channel 
to the river within a couple of months 
so that tbe steamers which sail for 
Alaska during the summer months may 
avail themselves of it. 

The Yukon is one of the mightiest 
rivers of the world, and yet, strange as 
it may seem, all that ia known of its 
delta is mere tradition. There is no 
definite knowledge. The roagh survey 
ef the river made from its source to its 
mouth by Mr. McGrath stopped at the 
delta. The bar which extends out to 
sea was not explored by him. Tradi- 
tion says, however, that there is a deep- 
water channel from the sea into the 
river, and to prove or disprove this ia 
the main object of the expedition which 
the Coast and Geodetic Survey is to 
start out in the spring. Owing to the 
shallow water which prevails at some 
points in front of the mouth of the river, 
and the uncertainty of a deep-water 
vessel being able to make an entrance, 
the present commerce for the upper 
river ia all done by means of flat-bot- 
tomed boata, which are loaded at Fort 
St. Michael. This often causes a delay 
of a month, for when the sea ia rough 
the flat-bottomed boata can not venture 
out in it. 

The discovery of a deep water channe 
up into the Yukon would be of incal 
culable value. Beyond the ilelta the 
river is navigable for deep water vesaeis 
for over 1,000 miles. It is not probable 
that the ocean-going vessels would be 
aent all tbe Wuy up the river in case a 
ir pp water entrance is found, bnb morM 
I kely that a town would be established 
.it a convenient point on the river, at 
wbicb re oidiug of river lk)at8 could be 
done, instead of at Fort Michael, aa at 
present. It would oheai)en freights to 
such an extent that thn present aerioua 
proljlem of getting snUicient food to the 
miners in the Klondike would be solved 
at once, and Dawson City would prol)a 
bly have its population swelled to .50, 
000 in a few months. The iiiiportimce 
of the expedition being eo great. Prof 
Pritchett will leave nothing undone to 
make it a success. The thirty men who 
will go with Lieutenant Helm have not 
yet been selected, but they will be chosen 
with the greateat care, tbefitoeas of each 
man composing the party for the work 
to be done being first ascertained. While 
a part of the expedition is conducting 
the sea soundings, another party will b 
engaged in engineering work upon the 
land. 

In addition to the exploration of the 
Yukon'a delta, and exploration will alno 
bo made of Hooper bay and the Kansun 
nuk river, in the liope that a deep-water 
inlet to the Yukon may be discovered 
through the atreain. If audi a rouie 
were diacovered it would greatly ahorten 
the Yukon trip. Prof. I'ritcbott eaya 
that there is adHolu.tely no information 
about Hooper hay and the Kasaunnuk 
river except Indian tradition. The tra 
dition is that the bay and the river are 
both deep enough to admit a veaeel o 
good draught. Just what tbe condition 
of tbe bay and river is will be definitely 
ascertained by the coast and geodetic 
survey explorers. 

The expedition which ic to be sent up 
the Copper river will bo a small one. 
prob;il)ly of not more than four men. 
Their exploration of tlio river, however, 
will be thorough. The Copper river 
country is thouglit to be richer in gold 
deposits than the Jvlondike, and is all in 
.Vrjiericau territory. The explorations 
of this party may also show a much 
shorter route to the Klondike region 
than any which haa yet been found. 
The Pacific Coaat Navigation Company 
has already announced that during the 
present season it will run steamera to 
the Copper river, and ia booking a large 
number of paosengera for that region. 

ProfesBor Pritchett eaya that from the 
information received by the coaat and, 
geodetic survey he is confident that the 
spring rush to tbe Alaskan gold fields 
will aggregate 150,000 people. All the 
places on the boata now in the Alaskan 
trade have been booked ahead, and as 
many as twenty now boats are being 
built to carry argonauts and proviaiona 
to the land of promise.

United States Scheme to Uepriye 
British Vessels of Kights (iuar- 
aateed by Treaty. 



Propusal to Cut Off Fuel Supplj' or 
to Impose Prohibitory Ton- 
uaere Dues. 



The following despatch has appeared 

ip the preBB of the United States though 
it never reached Victoria by wire, and is 
now printed for what it may bo worth, 
tliouKh it does not seeiu reasonable to 
Kuppoee that the United States govern- 
ment would counteuaDce the sharp prac- 
tice yropoBed : 

\V.<t<inN-GT0N, Jan. llii.— The Secretary 
of the Treasury is in rscuipt of u letter 
from iMr. Sifton, the Canadian minister 
oi the interior, aekini^ for information as 
to what navif;ation regulations the 
treasury department is contein()latin;» 
for the control of navigation of tlie Yu- 
kon river during the coming; season. 
Superinteadent of Navigation Chamber- 
lain ia now at work framing these regu- 
lations, and confea&es bimBolC much per- 
plexed over the problem which is pro- 
oented to him. While there ia notliing 
in the letter from Mr. Sifton to indicate 
any purpose on the jjart of Great Britain 
to "object to the regulations which the 
United States government may promul- 
<;ale, the olhciale of the treasury depart- 
ment are not certain that Bome steps of 
the kind may not bo taken by the Cana- 
dian authorities. 

The reason for suspeeling such a inir- 
pose lies wholly in tlio proviaioii of ttio 
treaty of Waslungton in regard to the 
navigation of the rivers of Alaska. This 
provision is as follows : 

" The navigation of the rivers Yukon, 
Porcupine and Stikine, ascending and 
descending to and from the sea, shall 
forever remain free and open for the 
purposes of commerce to the subjeets of 
her Britannic Majesty, and to the 
citizens of tlie United States, subject to 
any laws and regulations of either coun- 
try within its own territory not incon- 
sistent with such privilege of free navi- 
gation." 

It is considered just possible by the 
treasury ollicials since the receipt of Mr. 
Sifion'e letter that the British govern- 
ment may be preparing for the conten- 
ticn that"the treaty gives the British a 
right to send any of its steamers up the 
Yukon river without being subject to 
the customs regulations of the United 
iStatea. The treasury ofliciala hold to 
the position that no such claim of Great 
Britain would be tenable. But the in- 
quiry by the British minister of the in- 
terior has put the treasury officials upon 
their guard, and the regulations for the 
navigation of the Yukon will be framed 
bv Supt. Chamberlain with a great deal 
ol care, and will be submitted to both 
the state department and to the depart- 
ment of justice before they are pro- 
nin>.te(l, and a copy of them furnished 
t ie British ambaaaador. 

It has been practically determined by 
the treasury officials that Fort St. Mi- 
chael would be the principal sub-port of 
entry for all foreign vessels, and that all 
traffic lor the Yukon must be entered 
and cleared from that port. This will 
have the eilsct of preventing British 
st(!arners from unloading upon river 
boms outside of the three-mile limits, 
then taking advantage of the free 
navigation a'lowed on the river and 
avoiding the payment of customs dues. 
There is now a law which compels tiie 
payment of $2 for each passenger on a 
foreign vessel which undertakes to carry 
passengers from one United States port 
ti another. IMs law will be amended 
BO as to increase the penalty from $2 to 
$100. Another regulation contemplated 
is the collection from all foreign vesaels 
navigating the Yukon of a tonnage tax 
at every port in the United States which 
the vessel touches. As the Yukon river 
is in the neighborhood of 1,800 miles 
long, and as the vessels navigating it are 
compelled to atop every hundred miles 
or HO to take on wood for fuel, this tax 
woukl be another handicap to the for- 
eign vessel. A tax may also be levied 
on the fuel privilege. 

It has been determined that every 
foreign vessel which goes up the Yukon 
will be accompanied by a customs in- 
spector to prevent any infringement of 
the customs law. These and other regu- 
lations to govern the navigation of the 
river by foreign vessels will, it is thought, 
make the traae bo unprofitable to their 
owners that no foreign vessels will be put 
in the Yukon trade. 

CHINESE IN MINES. 

Reported Employment in the Van Anda and 
Proceedings Against tlie Management. 

A short time since it came to the ears 
of Dr. Walkem, M. P.P., that a number 
of Cliinese, unprovided with the necea- 
tarv mining licenses, which are so care- 
fully exae'.ed from white miners, were 
working at the Van Anda mine, and that 
this eouipany were working Chineae bo- 
low ground against the provisions of the 
act. Dr. Walkem at once communicated 
with the Minister of Mines, insisting 
upon steps being taken, not only to col- 
lect the licenses, hu; also to j)uniBh the 
manager of the Van Anda or his agent 
for working Chinamen below ground. 

Col. Baker at once directed Mr. Bray 
to take the necessary proceedings In 
connection with Dr. Walkem's request. 
Last Tuesday Constable Molndoo was 
despatched wish the necessary informa- 
tion ready drawn to bo sworn to before 
the local J. P., Dr. Forbes, should the 
necessary evidence 1)0 forthcoming. The 
constable did his duty well. He obtain- 
e;l the necessary evidence to secure a 
conviction, ljut Dr. Forbes refused to 
take the information, although Mr. 
Bray informed him in a letter by the 
hands of tlie constable that the prosecu- 
tion was at the instance of the Minister 

0. Mines. 

Constable McTndoo returned to Nan- 
nimo via Vancouver on Saturday night, 
and reported the result of his mission to 
Mr. Bray, and who in turn reported to 

001. Baker. Dr. Walkoni also wrote to 
t >e Minister of Mines again insisting in 
tie prosecution being carried out, and 
tie collection of the licenses also at- 
t mded to. It is said that Dr. Forbes Is 
d )miciled on Van Anda property, hence 
h's disinclination to receive the infor- 
m ition. — Nanaimo Free Press.

1 had souio ideas on these subjects 
which uu aid a.-;ked luo to put before 
his .superiors. The Grand Doke Constau- 
tiue was there, and I was presented to 
hi]!i. Our int(irvie\v.H finally led to my 
j^oiiiK to St. Petersliiu't,', wheru I wa.s 
presented to the czar himself. 

"I first mot the emperor in the Vi'iu- 
Cor palace one morniiif,' at !) o'ckKdc. Ito 
was an early riser, and the macliinery 
(if the court wa.s all iu operation by that 
huuw His majesty roceived mo kindly 
and a( oiu-e put nin at iny ease. '1 lovo 
AniericaiiH, ' ho .-aid. with a sniile, and 
1 soon learned that thi.s was true. An- 
drew G. Cnrtin of Ponnsylvauia was 
thou minister from the United States at 
;iiu imiierial court, and there was no- 
hddy in who.io society thoczartook more 
.'•atisfac^tiijn, 

"I'll never forget the mysterious or- 
re.ud uiiou which 1 was tlispatched ona 
ei.ld iuiil .stormy niyht by, imd I may 
hay with, General Curtin, as ho was 
I'.ni vej-.-al!y called in St. PetersburK- 
.My entry into th(> emperor's secret serv- 
ice had by that tinui liecnuwi an accom- 
plislit.'d fact. I had become u Kussian, 
had sworn nUegiunao to the cssar, spir- 
itual and temporal, and had been en- 
tered on the onieial list of tho ohancel- 
lerie us Vasili MakrulT. William F. 
Mason ^McCarthy ceased to e.v.ist from 
that hour, at least in I^,ussia. A uies- 
Kongor had emno askiuK mo to the 
American legation at 8 o'clock that 
evoning, 'without aniform.' These 
words nntnnilly excited my cariosity 
I wore tho imperial crown on the col- 
lar of niy unifcnu cnat, and in that 
dre.ss passed at will through tho streets 
of St. Petersburg by day or by night. 
For I was soppo.scd to bo all tlie while 
iiu my imperial iiia.ster's business. 
When 1 Ki't to thi' ciiibiissy, I leuru(,'d, 
to r.iy surprise, that tb.o mini.-^;cr und I 
were to visit the czar incognito. 

"General Curtiu had a parcel under 
his arm when we reached the palace, 
and to ray amazemcut ho was pronlpt- 
ly admitted without question to the 
czar's private lii'artnu'nts. I followed 
after hiui. The eniperdr at onco disiuiss- 
cil his atlcuduuts, gavu us hearty liand 
shakes and bade ns be seated in front of 
a cheery coal fire in a largo comforta- 
ble lookiuf,' sittiuf,' room. General Cur- 
tiu was B.viileiitly very inui'li at home 
thero, and from the pac'liet under liis 
arm ho now produced ii larj^o blaclc bot- 
tle. A servant brought lemons, crack- 
ed ice, a silver bowl containing a mag- 
ailicont bpuoh of mint, loaf sugar, ver- 
mouth and brandy. And tliereupon in 
my presenco the .Xmerieau ministei 
^•avn the czar les.'^oiis in the art (jf mak- 
ing' mint juleps and wliisky cocktails. 

"Tho whisky was old Mouougahohi 
rye, seit to General Cnrtin from thi' 
state of l^ennsylvania, of whicli be had 
been governor. His majesty said he had 
never tasted aiiythiuK so goi;(l in his lifi 
as tho juleps, and he forthwith comrnis- 
Hioued General Curtin to order for the 
imperial cellars a largo quantity of tin 
ryo whisky, which be had never lu ard 
of until after tho arrival of Curtin in 
St. Petersburg, Ten barrels of J\Iuuon- 
galiela rj-e were shii)ped from f'eun^yl- 
vania not long afterward to thii cv.ur. 
You'd never guess my part in tho fes- 
tivities. It was nothing more uor les.^- 
than telling uif-'ger stories. Of course I 
kn(!w plenty of them, having,' been 
brought u)) in the soulli in antcbelluiu 
days, und I he czar never tired of hear- 
ing them. Folklore tales and tho quaint 
conversation between Er'er Rabbit and 
Br er B'ar delighted him. Afterward, 
at tho czar's request, I sent to Now 
York for all the bocks of this de>scri[i- 
tioii 1 ciuild get, 

"General Curtin won the affection oi 
his majesty by his genial personality, 
his fund of anecdote and his nnafFected 
Kinei:rity. lie would tell siury after 
sliiry i)f Ainerii.'aii life anil iiicidi ut, at 
mtuiy of which Ale:;ander lau(,died Uh 
inerrilj' as ;i schdolliny. '1 love to bi 
with men,' ho would Kay, 'I love Amer- 
ii ans as X hate sycophants, ' lie wut 
heard to Bay more than once that the 
haiipiest hours of his life wore those 
passed in this wtiy with Geuerai Curtin. 

"The peculiar all'oction for the Unit- 
ed States cherished iu Russia, iu si)ite 
of tho Russians' dislike for foreigners 
in general, is a national, a religioui- 
•sentiment. In evc;ry Russian church the' 
visitcjr is iiiiijressed — if an American he 
is astounded — -by tho promiiu'ut posi- 
tion in which lio beholds three great 
portraits displiiyed with reverence and 
deep signilicauco. Tho first is that nl 
Feter tho Grout, the father of Russia, 
as we know it. Tho .second is that of 
Abr.aham Lineoln, the liberator. The 
third is that of Alexander, That wa.s 
an oveuiug to bo treasured up in mem- 
ory, " — New York Sun.

THE APPliOACIIING SESSION. 

The forthcoininp; session of tbo leRis- 
lature is Ukelv to be' of very conaider- 
able iiuportance, a3 it is reaBonable to 
Buppoae tbe (jovernment to have in con- 
templation tneaBurea calcalated to pro- 
mote provincial interests in a manner in 
keeping with tbe general trend of events 
in the Pacific Northwest. Never in the 
history of tliia province has there been 
80 memeiitouB a period, and the best 
ability poaseased by our public men 
may well be t^t.xed to the utmost to 
meet its necessities. We have reason to 
believe that the government appreciates 
the character of the emergency and will 
be able to submit measures to the leRis- 
lature well calculated to meet it in part 
at least. It is liardly within the finan- 
cial ability of the province to attempt 
everything that presses for attention. 

In the formulation of a vigorous and 
comprehensive policy we feel sure the 
•jovernment wi'i have the support of the 
house and the people. To expect that 
Iiartizan opposition will be allowed to 
reat in view of tbe diverse and urgent 
demands for development coming from 
all parts of the province and rendered 
necessary by tbe rapid changes in pro- 
gress all around us, is to look for too 
much; to hope that sectional feelings 
'.vill be entirely auboniinated to the gen- 
tiral intareHt would be to he foredoomed 
to disappointment. Yet we may plead 
for the disrnissal of parti/ansbip and 
sectionalism as far as possible, and ask 
that all measures submitted will be 
lienlt iviUi purely tipon their merits. 

W'e hope that nothing will be left un- 
Joue wher(;by tliu busiuGBa of the ses- 
sion may bu oN'pedited. Owinj; to the 
rouditiouB existing in this province and 
in part owing to tbe rules of tbe legis- 
lature itself, it is impossible to 
push through business as rapidly here 
aa is done in some of the other pro- 
viiicsa. Bat if the promoters of private 
IC'ialation h;ivt; their work ready ;it an 

irly d.iv tla-re iviti bu :i t;ood deal of 
time a.ivt'ii, wh'-'Jli i.-i Hiiecially imporlanf 
tiiia year, baciinse thu aossiou nuiat bt; 
followed by a general election, and in a 
busy year like the present it is not de- 
sirable that men shonlil have their at- 
tention distracted from thoir ordinary 
bminess any iiioru tliau i3 ab.ioliilely 
ujiti;H.=ary. 

W'e may o.\-p<'ct considerable discus- 
alon. We know that the government 
invites the closest criticism of its action 

1 u all dep^i^tments. During the recess 
there baa beon vary much loose 
talk against tbo miniators, and things 
have been said which, if accompanied by 
even a scintilla of evidence to support 
them, wotiki havu Ijaun damaging to the 
reputation of tbe government and the 
gentlemeo who compose it. The session 
will afiord an opportunity for the formu- 
lation of BpeciSc accusations, which 
have as ;et not been forthcoming. If 
any such are made, we are confident that 
the government can meet thorn euccuas- 
fuUy, If none tre made, the reasonable 
inference will be that which the public 
has already drawn from the character of 
the newspaper attacks, namely, that in 
point of fact the opposition have nothing 
to allege, and that the administration of 
allaira by Ur. 'f urnor and liis colleagues 
lias been such flS deserves a renewed ex- 
pression of oonSdence from the voters. 

THE BOARD OF UEALTE 

AND TEE CHINESE. 

The public will bave learned with 
much satisfaction that the Provincial 
Board of Healtb has determined to take 
such steps as may be necessary to pro- 
tect the public health from tbe injurious 



efTects likely to result from the un 

sanitary practices of the Chinese. 

It will ho admitted that action of 
some kind is needed, although there 
may be some difBculty in suggesting 
what lines it ought to take. The Board 
has shown itself able to grasp with more 
difiScdlt proble'hiB than this, and we feel 
very sure it will discover bow to pre- 
vent the Chinese element of the popula- 
tion from becoming a menace to tbe 
public. If it can do nothing more, it 
can at least give warning of the sources 
from which danger is likely to come, so 
that people may be upon their guard. 

The Chinese ipiestion is one of very 
great diiliculty. It seems almoat inipOE.- 
siblo, as things now are, to get along 
without Ctiinaiuen. What the people of 
Victoria or the other cities of British 
Columbia would do for domestic help if 
they were not available is not a very 
easy question to answer. But while this 
is BO, and while in tbo very prosperous 
times now at liand the difficulty of get- 
ting along without jMongolian labor may 
be intensified, this is no reason why 
these people should be allowed to be 
mischievous from a sanitary point of 
view. There are two ways of looking at 
this question. One is the demagogic 
way of crying out that white labor is 
threatened, and to demand, in conBt- 
(jiience, thiiig.-j whicli are at present im- 
possible; the other, and by fur tlie more 
sensible, plan ia to take the case as it is 
and endeavor to reduce the evil to a 
minimum. If tlio Colonist has not 
joined in the cry of tbe demagogue, tbe 
reason has been that it is useless to do 
so under the laws of Canada as they 
stand. 

Tiiic I'nited States ia sendiug soldiers 
u]) to Dyea itiu! Skagway in order that 
they may Keep tally of tbe people going 
North and what jrovisiong they are 
taking with them. We think this is a 
very sensible thing to do, if it is followed 
up by ascertaining what private com 
mercial companies will send in to supply 
the \vinter'3 demand. While no doubt 
exists as to the uutgnitudo of next win- 
ter's demand for food supplies, there ia 
also happily very little doubt as to tbe 
ability of enterprising business concerns 
to get large stocks of goods into tbe conn 
try. What can be taken up the Yukon 
and over the Passes will not be anything 
like sufficient for the needs of the popu 
laliou ; but the Stikine-Teslin railway 
will afford a means of transportation 
that will be utilized to the fullest extent. 
Thousands of tons can be taken in that 
way. We look with confidence to the 
establishment of winter communication 
between the Stikine and Dawson City 
during the whole of next winter, ao that 
any auppliea that can be got up the river 
during the season of navigation 'can be 
pushed forward. 

Tin; Post- Intelligencer eays the Cana- 
dian government cannot cIobb tlie passes 
because I'nited States citizens have a 
right to navigate tbe Y'ukon. Tbe 
trouble with the Seattle paper is that it 
IS so marvellously ignorant of everything 
as to be unable to understand what is 
meant by the closing of the nnseea. No 
one ever sugtrested ttiat tiie Canadian 
government should say that no one 
should go over the passes and down tbe 
river, hut simply that no one- Bhould 
take goods into Cajiada to be consumed 
there by that route. If a man wanted 
to go down the Yukon to Circle City he 
would be allowed to do so on payment 
of duty on hi.s goods, which duty would 
be refunded when ho left Canada; but if 
he intended to make use of Ids ^;ouds in 
Canada he would be told that ho would 
have to enter them at the custom house 
at Glenora. However, we hope there 
will be no oecaaion for any action along 
this hue, but that arrangements will be 
made that will prove satisfactory to all 
concerned. 



Passi:.s'(ii:iis coming in on the Aus- 
tralian boata say that Victoria ia hardly 
brought under their notice until they 
reach here, when moat of tlioHo who in- 
tend staying in the province lind that 
it would have been to their advantage to 
have made this city their stopping place. 
It lias haen recommended that Victoria 
business men should send the city papers 
by the outgoing steamers to lie left at 
Honolulu for llio incoming Bteamers, 
which would serve to bring the city be- 
fore the notice of the paseenperB. We 
believe the 6Ugt;eBtion is a good one acd 
urge it upon the consideration of all in- 
terested. 



Si;ArTi,u people are talking of dupli' 
eating the outfits lost in tlio Corona 
without expense to tbe losers. I,t will 
be very much like Seattle to do this. 
That city has a deserved reputation for 
generosity. If our Victoria merchants 
will profit by the late incident, they will 
undertake the inauranco of all outfits 
purchased from them, Tbe cost will be 
trifling, but the advantage all round 
would be very great. 

Wk are not particularly in love w'itb 
the regulations for issuing timber li- 
censes in the Yukon, but it ia a mistake 
to say, as tbo Winnipeg Nor'-VVester 
does, that the holders of the limits can 
prevent miners from cuttine what lum- 
ber they actually need. The mining 
license gives that privilege. We point 
this out so that minerja may not be mis- 
led. 

Tnii Montreal and To/onto jjnpers are 
awakening to the posaibilitiea of the 
Yukon trade. Thoy liavo been a long 
time about it. Wo hope soino jzood will 
result now that they are arouaed. 



TiiK Columbian accuses the Colonis t 
of having some two weeks or so ago 
sneered at Mr, J. C. Brown. The Colo- 
nist has not the habit of aneering at bev 
one, and did not sneer at Mr. Brown, 
Does it not strike our contemporary that 
such observations run politics pretty low 
into the ground. We all figbt our politi- 
cal battles, but ought surely to be able 
to avoid exciting personal feeling and 
keeping alive grudges. If the Colom.st 
remembered one-tenth of the attacks 
that have been made upon its character, 
its motives and the objects and motives 
of those associated with it in any way, it 
would be at sword's points with half the 
press of the province. It does not re- 
member such things. It supposes that 
the papers that say hanl things do so be- 
cause they believe that is the best way 
to advance the interests which they are 
advocating. We know that they do not 
feel towards tbe Colonist and those as- 
sociated with it as their language sonie- 
timea impliee. Wo say to the Columbian 
that if the Colonist made any observa- 
tion regarding Mr. >T. C. Brown in a 
public capacity it was not intended as a 
sneer at him personally.

A General Strike of Firemen and 
Ueclc Hanfls Yesterday Accora- 
plisbea Nothing. 



Eight of the " Islander's '* Crew 
Placed Under Arrest— Chinamen 
Replace Whites. 



Aa wnB exuected, the atrikiui; llromen 
and deck hands of the steamer Charmer, 
who "knocked ofl"" duty on Monday 
last, were joined yesterday by the crews 
of the Princeas Louise, Danube and 
Islander in a combined ellbrt to secure 
an advance of wagea, all theao vessels 
being of the C.P.N, fleet. There waa 
but the one demand all round 
that the firemen receive .$40 per 
month, juat ifS more than the 
company is now paying, and that 
the deck hands obtain an increase 
of .$10, making their pay $50 instead of 
$10 per month. The men as they ^uit 
work made no particular demonBtratibn. 
They simply walked ashore, put their 
hands in their pockets, and for the re- 
mainder of the day stood idly around 
ttie wharves in small knots discussing 
their grievance as if it wtro an every- 
day matter. They evidently laljoreil 
under the belief that all that was necea- 
aary for the accomplishment of their 
endB was to adhere to their stand de- 
terminedly. In thia they were disap- 
pointed, for the company did n'-c feel 
dispnaetl to bow to any aucb demand. 
The Charmer'a crew — the first to strike 
— have not yet got any Batiafaction, 
and when the ship was yesterday in Van- 
couver new men were readily found to 
take the places of the abeenteee. Those 
on the Princess Louise and I3anube were 
heeded as little, and in a very short time 
Chinamen were occupying their po- 
sitions on board. Of couree the Asiatics 
were not permanently employed, and 
thecorapany during theday left it to the 
old bands t^hemselves as to whethei' they 
would return at old wages or not. Both 
steamers, however, have to go out to- 
day, and it is probable that tliey will, 
by this time, have their full compliment 
of wtiites, although, as far as the strik- 
ers are concerned, it did not seem that 
way last night. 

Tlio trouble over the deck lianda on 
the Islander striking for $10 instead of 
^35 a month, culminated yesterday 
in eight of the men being arrested on 
the charge of refufliug to obey the orders 
of the mate. When mate Morgan ytE- 
terday told the men to turn to they rt- 
fuaed and told him there was a misun- 
deratanding about the wages, and they 
would not work till they saw the captain. 
The mate reported this and aa the men 
insisted that they must be paid $40 and 
that they would not work for $35. 
Captain Irving, manager of the com- 
pany, laid an information against them 
and had eight arrested. In the after- 
noon these eight men were tried before 
Magistrate Macrae in the police court, 
the charge under the shipping act being 
a il'ject to Bumniary trial, the penalty 
l)re8cribtd for refuaiug to obey the 'law- 
ful orders of an olbccr aboard ship be- 
iTg punishablowitli im prison men t for not 
esa than two weeks nor more than a 
monlhs, with a lino at the option of the 
court, riio men took Itie ground that 
tluiv had not understood when they woe 
signing that they were to have only Jlio ; 
whereas Capt. Lewis, the shipping mat- 
ter, produced the articles showing that 
$35 was the amount for which each had 
signed. Capt. Lewiti stated, and in this 
he was corroborated by Capt. Irvintrand 
Mr. H. Bishop, parser o( the Islander, 
that he had mentioned $.^5 when he in- 
itialed each nuui'd name on aigning. The 
men could not contradict Capt. Lewis' 
statement, but explained that they bad 
not heard him ineiition the amount, and 
one or two Raid that aa the i|iuu-ler-maB- 
tera had signed for .•f-lO tliey auppoaed 
that the men got the same. 

Mr. Bodwell, who appeared for the 
company, atated that if tlie men were 
willing to go to work a^raill thecoiu- 
piiny hoped that the iiiaudHt rate would 
not iiillict any ))Uiiifihineiit on 
them. The men were i|uite willing 
to agree to tliis, one or two of theiu 
atating that it being the first time they 
had signed articles they did net know 
that it bound them for any length of 
time. As they had signed, however, 
they were willing to carry out their bar- 
gain. 

This being the case the Magistrate, 
while con victim.', allowed till! iiu'u to go 
on their agreiiiig, with the conaent of 
Oapt. Irviniz, to go aboard the Islander 
and get to work. Thus what had atarti^d 
in an angry mood ended up quite amic- 
ably for all concerned.

An Enthusiastic Meeting— Annual 
Election of Officers— Presi- 
dent's Beport. 



There was a large and enthuBiaetic 
meeting of the sharehoklurs of the James 
Bay Athletic Aaaociation last evening, 
when the annual report was preaented 
and the balance aheet for the past year 
was laid before the membera. After 
these bad been adopted the eleQ;tion of 
directors (or 189S was proceeded with, 
the following gentlemen being elected : 
H. D. Helmcken, Q.C., M.P.P.; A.J. 
Dallaiu, D. O'Sullivan, A. C. Anderson, 
,1. S. Vates, C.E.Bailey, C. W. New- 
burv, F. A. Gowen, G. BvrneB, Dr. ,T. D. 
Helmcken, C. Fletcher, \V. J. Suott, \V. 
L, B. Youijp, Archdeacon Scrivon and 
R. K. Goenell. The lirat live of the 
above will be truateea of the associa- 
tion. 

The association has been requested by 
those in charge of the arrangeniente for 
the opening of the new parliament 
buildings to arrange for the decoration 
of a room showing the development of 
athletic sports in the province. The 
suggestion was very graciously accepted, 
and the committee of management were 
appointed to look into the matter, with 
a view to carrying out the idea. In thia 
connection the secretary will be 
glad to communicate with anyone hav- 
ing any pictures or tropliiea that might 
be loaned for the occasion. He promises 
to take duo care of the articles and re- 
turn all to their respective owners after 
the opening. 

Votes of thanks were tendered to tlie 
iadiea for the interest thoy have taken 
in the welfare of the association, and to 
the retirins committee for the careful 
manner in which they looked after tlie 
affairs of the club. A committee of five 
were also appointed to revise the by- 
laws, and will report at a meeting to be 
held within six ^eeks.

has proved the brightest in the associa- 
tion's history in every way. This must 
be apparent to all of you, when tbe fin- 
ancial statement, which will be laid be- 
fore you, is carefully considered, and the 
successes achieved in the acqnatic line 
are borne in mind. As a convenient 
mode of bringing the various matters of 
this institution in a succinct form to 
your attention, we have thought it beat 
to lay the same before you under differ- 
ent heads. 

House — The duties of the house com- 
mittee have been somewhat reduced 
through the finance committee having 
taken over the supervision of the ex- 
penditure, but nevertheless we must say 
that this energetic branch of the com- 
uiitteo has performed its work in a very 
satisfactory manner. It ia largely 
through its eflbrts that the membership 
has so materially increased. 

We would again take the opportunity 
to impress upon our members tbe great 
importance of putting forth strenuoua 
ell'orts to further increase the member- 
ship roll during the coming year. If 
uach and every member of the aesocia- 
tion would make it a point to procure at 
least one new member, it would be tin,' 
nieana of placiug the finances of th<! club 
on a sounder basia, and the increased 
revenue to be derived therefrom would 
be an important factor in reducing the 
indol)tediie3s of the association. 

The Scries of wiiiat tournaments '.vhicli 
li.\VB been carried on in previous yeara 
have again been in vogue during the 
winter months, and have proved an in- 
linile source of amusement to our mem- 
bers. 

Another innovation this year is the 
game of basket ball. A league has been

;\t a cost ol ^1)0. Thia has not only 
jiroved of iinmeiioc benelit to the uiem- 
l»prg, but it ia supposed that it will 
ellcct a coneiderable saving of expense 
lor light. 

Tin: annual smoking concert waa held 
on New Year's Eve, and the usual cele- 
bration, accompanied by a gigantic dis- 
play of fireworks, was indulged in. 

This committee has also carefully 
looked after tbe necessary incidental re- 
I)air8 to the building. 

We would strongly suggest to the in- 
coming committee that a jiractical iii- 
apection of ihe piles under the club 
premises be made at as early a date as 
possible. 

Wo would also recommend that a 
fresh coat of paint bo aj)plied to the 
buildings, and the name of the associa- 
tion aftixed on the front of the club- 
bouse. 

Boating — During the year there have 
been 16 boata and 22 canoes stored in 
tbe boathouae at a rental ; and tbe usual 
repairs have been made to tbe club 
boats and building. 

We would point out that the roof of 
ihe boathouse is in a very leaky condi- 
tion, and would recommend (hat the 
incoming committee take steps to have 
Hftms recovered before the next winter 
Beta in. The boathouse at one end ia 
becoming watcr-loirned, and thia will 
also have to be remedied without delay. 

June 21, 1897, being the COth anni- 
versary of Ilor Most Gracious Majesty's

By winning this race 
they also secured the championahip of 
the Willamette river, and hold for one 
year the further handsome trophy which 
now adorns the cup case. 

Too much praise ci.nnot bo bestowed 
upon our junior oaromon, who also so 
ably repreaenled ua at this regatta. The 
crew conaisted of the following gentle- 
men, namely : C. McXeill (stroke), G. 
Watson, C. "I'l. Bailey, and W. Adams 
(bow), and they rowed their races in 
splendid form, not only carrying off the 
junior race on tlio Tjth July, hut also 
winning the lirst intermediate race ever 
rowed in connection with the N.P.A. 
A.O. on the following day. 

The heartfelt thanks of this associa- 
tion should be extended to the gentle- 
men comprising these crews for the in- 
defatigable manner in which they pre- 
pared themselves for these events. 

Tbe association was also represented 
in the senior and junior singles, but on 
account of being handicapped by poor 
boats our ecullera wore not to fortunate. 
Thanks are also due to these gentlemen 
for faithful practice and sportsmanlike 
spirit. 

On their relnrn home, the visitora 
were handsomely entertained at a ban- 
quet at the Hotel Dallas, a pleasant 
evening being spent by all. On thia 
occasion wo were honored by the i)res- 
ence of Ilia Worship the Mayor, Capt. 
Finnis and U. .S. tJonsul Col. Koberls. 

In all likelihood the North West 
regatta will be held here during the 
coming year, in which event members 
are earneatly requested to make every 
effort to make it a success. 

The annual club regatta took place on 
Victoria harbor on 28th August, the 
races comprising three heats in the 
fouiB, senior and junior single sculls, 
double sculls, with lady coxswain, dingy 
race for veterans, and tandem canoe. 
All these events were well contested, 
and were greatly enjoyed by the spec- 
tators. Again Mrs. Helmcken and 
daughters showed their interest in the 
welfare of the association and kindness 
towards our members by tastefully 
decorating the premises and presiding 
over the afternoon's retresbinents, of 
which a lartre number of viaitors and 
friends partook.

General Keniarks — We have lately 
been successful in securing a much de- 
sired improvement in front of the club 
premises, i.e. a block crossing, which 
everyone will agree was greatly needed, 
especially in the winter months. The 
late council were prevailed upon to lay 
the crossing, and it will, no doubt, be of 
benefit to all of us. 

It ia only proper that we slionld bore 
allude to the fact that our association is 
becoming more popular, from an athletic 
point of view. Since the game 
of basket ball has been intrnducetl, 
the gymnasium baa been in conatant 
use, and by many members. It must 
be a source of great gratilication to know 
that rowing is not the only branch of 
athletics in which wo now jiarlicipate 
(ami have always excelled), but that the 
iiiatitution is gradually developing into 
an athletic association in reality, and 
not in name only. Wo see no reason 
why football, lacrosse and other outdoor 
sports shoula not be firmly established 
in connection with our organi/.ation, but 
this can only be accomplished by the 
united action of our members. If the 
members would stand by the association 
instead of casting in their lot with out- 
ei.io clubs, we feel sure that thia insti- 
tution would reach the highest degree of 
excellence that any athletic club could 
possibly attain. 

Wo are also pleased to mention that 
Lieut. -Uol. Gregory and Mr. W, f. Scot', 
both members of Luis asaociation, were 
two of the cboeen few to represent the 
Volunteers of this province in London 
on tbe occaEion of Her Majesty's dia- 
mond juljilc(-). 

We must also refer to tlio ;:;reat inter- 
est our president baa taken in tbe nlliura 
of this aaaociation. He has alwaya been 
a faithfnl friend and enthusiastic mem- 
ber, and deserves onr hearty thanks. 

The caretaker, Mr. Page, also deserves 
mention for the faithful discharge of bis 
duties. 

In conclusion, wo, the retiring com- 
mittee, only denire to add that wo have 
always eudeavoretl during thu j)ast year 
to do our beat by ihe association, and 
trust that to some extent we have auc- 
ceeded in meriting your appreciation. 
We feel sure that tho inornbora of the 
incoming coniniitteo will i)erform their 
dutie.s in the same spirit; and we 
wouUl take this opportunity of remind- 
ing all mem hers that their co-operution 
and aBsiatanco is always required to fur- 
ther tho intereata of tho aaaociation, and 
for tho purpose of maintaining our pres- 
ent high prestige and reputation for 
many years to come. .

eioa of tbe wresk of tbe OommouwealiJi. 
TlieCoi.oNtsr's statement of tbe uaeleBs-, 
iiess of this line, us inanaged by the 
cloj)artmeiit, led to the report with which 
t:ie [oUowini; loLtors deal : 

To Till-; |i;i)iToit : — lu your iasueof tbe 
:.'Sth iii'it. 1 liiid a report made by Mr. 
\V. [lemlerRon, tiio ret'iiienl aijenl of trie 
public works tiu|)urtiuuiit at Victoria, to 
i\Ir. ICeeley, Bii|)eriutBiident of tbe |.;0V' 
eriiiiient lelegriiph lierviee, in wbicli ] 
iiiu accused of 8trani:e coutluct at the 
time the Nunaimo, Goiiiox and Albenii 
telegrnpli lino was tratiaferrod from my 
house at i'arksville to tfmt now occupitd 
by George Williunie, tbe present liuee- 
mun. If you will kindly allow nie acace 
in your paper, I will contradict liie 
statements in reference to myeelf, and 
ail! prepared to prove them utterly faiee. 

iMr. Ilendersou states : " That on the 
let o( the month Williama bad lo atrinL' 
about tbree-tuiarters of a mile of wiro." 
1 am prepared to prove tbat Williams 
received wire, brackote, etc., from me 
on the 29tli November, and had the wire 
strung on the :50th. Attain Mr. Hender- 
sou states: " That I diaconnected every- 
tliingfrom my houRC tlio day previoiiBto 
the date at which Williams waa to take 
poBaesaion, throwing the inetrumunts 
into a box, loosening portions, thereby 
causing much time to bo takeu in put- 
ting them together fit to work." ilere 
18 a portion of Mr. Ilendereon's letter of 
October 20: "I therefore reepectfully 
inform you that both you and Mrs. Jlac- 
Millau are relieved from performing the 
duties of lineman and operator respect- 
ively on the oOth November next ensu- 
ing, and now request you to hand every- 
thing beloDgiui; to tbe government, per- 
taining to your roapeclive o£9cea,on tbat 
date, to Mr. George Williama and his 
wife Mra. Williams." 

We acted according to his instruc- 
tions, and I told Williama tbo day previ- 
ous that he could have tlie instniments, 
etc., at 10 a.m. the next day. At 1* a.m. 
I commenced to clean the batteries, Mrs. 
MacMillan workiiif^ with Alberni from 
the Alberni buttery meaiiivhile. At 
10 ;30 a.m. I cut the wire, and immedi- 
ately joined the Nnnaimo and Comos 
wire, so there would be no interruption 
on my account on tliat line. Tlie inHtru- 
ments wero carefully removed from the 
operating table, and a box placed in 
roadinesH to receive them; Ihe battery 
waa cleaned and placed so that Williams 
could inppect every part. At 12 o'clock 
(noon) Williama came for tbo insttii- 
mentB,and 1 asked him to inspectevery- 
tbing and satisfy himself that all was in 
good condition before he signed tlie in- 
ventory. At bis request I also informed 
bim which wire to put to the (;rouud. 

After aigDing and certifying tbat 
everything waa in good condition, he 
placed the Instranienta in the box and 
imiaediaiely took them away. I mailed 
tbe inventory to Mr. llendereoii, and 
with this in his poaseBaion he hIiouUI 
know that the inetrumenta were in gooi 
condition when WilliauiH received them 
During our term of otlico we had no dii 
ticiilty with any of the other operators 
on the line-, and after Wllhiuiia' state- 
menta in regard to me being all false, bia 
other Btateiaenta pertaining ly the line 
cannot he relied npou.

Ae the new lituv- 
ijiaii diti not appear and Mr. McMillan 
wished to go out at 10:.30, heciit tin- 
wires, and I connected the Nunaimo lim 13 
III tjiir-f by ilia rB(Hieat. 

About niid-iluv Williiims arrived. 
Taking him into" tlie otiice McMilliin 
said, pointing to the talih>: "There arH 
the inatrumonte ; examine them and nee 
tbat everytfiina iH in good condili-in." 

Williama then aaketl IMc.Millan 
"which went to the ground, zinc or 
copiier," and on beinu told, (ilaced the 
instruineiita Ijimsi:// ill a box and gave 
Mr. McMillan a eigned receipt lor tbein. 

If anything went wrong, as iMr. IJon- 
tierson fiays, " throwini,' tlie iiislruineiilB 
etc. into a box, loosening portions tliere- 
by and causing much time to be taken 
in fitting them for work," no one waa to 
blame but WiUiBms himself. 

It eeema that Williama, not content 
with cftusint!: Mr. McMillan's removal in 
an underhand way, must nov/ try to 
dniuBge Ilia character in order to exon- 
erate liiiiiBolf from blame.

The steamer Islander of the C.P.N. 

Co. sailed for tho North last evening 
with nearly oOO jiassengera, 80 horees, 
250 dogs and other freight, which took 
up all the available space. 

The paasenger list was swelled yester- 
day morning by the arrival of fifty pros- 
pective miners from Seattle, who came 
over on the Kingeton. Mob6 of these 
came here to get mining licenses, and 
alao to outfit. Their comments on tlio 
strike situation, when they arrived 
here, were unpleasantly suggeative of 
the wild and woolly West, and they 
ahowed schoolboy glee when they learn- 
ed that tho eteamer would get away. 
From early morning till the steamer left 
in the evening, crowds thronged the 
Turner, Beoton dock, wliere tho Ishinder 
was lying. There was an air of ex))ect- 
ftucy iibout every one, and wago'ra were 
tnado as to whether the big vessel, with 
her costly cargo of freight, would ha 
able to pull out on schedule time. 
Wtien the lirat order caroo to 
pull in tho gang planks and 
and let go tlie steamer's fastenings three 
hearty cheers were given by the passen- 
gers and were taken ujiand answered by 
those on the docks. The scene was full 
of life. Prospective miners bnsied them- 
selves in looking after their outfits, 
Bcorea of friends of the passengers hurric d 
around to say a last farewell, and the 
ship's oddly contrasted crew rushed 
around in the endeavor to get the ever 
arriving cargo stored away in the proper 
quarters. 

Captain .Tohu Irving was in command 
of the Islander when she steamed out 
and Captain Koberta and Sears went up 
as pilots. The veasol cairied up over 
;!00 tons of freight, including a shipment 
of -10 tons of general merchaniliee and 
supplies for tho Northwest Mounted 
Police.

Although it was late when the Inlander 
left the Turner, Beeton dock, close upon 
a thousand people watched her defimt- 
ure. Until nearly the time for the eiart 
out hundreds of ciirioug people tluonged 
the big vessel and iniiieded to no small 
extent tho movements of tho Hteamer's 
crew. Close upon two hundred dogs 
barked and growlctl, horses neighed and 
the steamer's oliicera eet'erely tested 
their throats in the ell'ort to make 
their orders heard and uuderatood. 
Many pathetic and humorous scenes 
were enacted without any ell'jrt at con- 
cealment during the evening. Realizing 
that their journey through the far North 
would be fraught with considerable dan- 
ger, some of the passengers made no at- 
tempt to conceal their emotion when the 
time to say farewell to friends arrived. 
One grey-haired mother lingered by the 
aide of her pride and hope until 
the gang jilanl; v,aa moved and she 
was compelled to seek the aseistauce of 
the crew to get ashore. The crowd that 
went North by the Islander was indeed a 
motley one. The general feeling die- 
played was one of hope and enthaaiaain. 
The maj irity of tho paaEengera will go 
direct to the Yukon district, while some 
will remain at Skagway, Dyea and 
Wrange] for the purpose of going into 
buainess. Many Americana left laat 
ii'ght by the Islander. Mosi 
of of them have been in Vic- 
toria for the past week outfitting 
and obtaining mining licenseB and all 
who were interviewed expreased com- 
plete satisfaction at the treatment ac- 
corded them here. A number of Victor- 
ians were in the crowd of nugget 
eeekors. Mr. William (irant, son of 
Captain William Grant, and Mr. Wil- 
liam Heath, also of this city were 
among thpse. They will go direct to 
Dawson City.

SU&BEY-LANGLEY FARUEBS. 

Proceedings at the Annual Meeting of Their 
Institute. 

riAZEL.MBRE, Jan. 27. — The annual 
n-.eeting of the Surrey-Langley Farmers 

Institute waa held at Surrey Centre on 
Tiiursday, January 27, on which occa 
sion afternoon and evening sessionB 
were held, the attendance at both de 
monstrating conclusively the interest 
the farinora are taking in tho develop 
ment of tlie Farmers' Institute system 
in this provipco. At tho first meeting 
there was an attendance of forty-one 
and in the evening tho number waa 
forty-nine, and in respect to tho .mem 
berehip the increase haa been most 
gratifying, there being now forty-two 
paid up membera on the roll, among 
whom the greatest interest was taken in 
the proceedings. Tho many excellent 
papers and addresses submitted were of 
a very high order of merit from the 
manner in which the many subjecta 
under consideration were dealt with it is 
evident that they were the product of 
very careful study as well as of every 
day practical experience, and hence the 
results must be of a practical and far- 
reaching character. The annual address 
and ofhcors' reports evinced a determi 
nition on the part of the executive to 
make the influence and future work of 
the inatitute as effective and far reach 
ing as possible, this feature being par^ 
ticularly marked in respect to th 
projiosal for taking up more aggressive 
work on cooperative lines, and in ex 
tJnding to every Butllament where an 
opening occurs tho benelicial operation 
of the Farmera Inatitute aystom 
Among the gentlemen who addressed 
the meeting waa Jlr. C. iMarker, Domin- 
ion dairy superintendent, who lectured 
oa " Practical Dairying," hia address 
being alao iUuatrated by a syatem of 
charts, thus demoustrating in a most 
practical manner, the value, to the 
ordinary farmer or dairyman of the 
many teats carried on at the experi 
mental farms, if they will only avail 
themselves of the experience thus 
gained. Mr. Marker's lecture was lis- 
tened to with the cloaest attention 
Tho discusaion on the lecture 
br)ught out many valuable ideas that 
wfre regarded with n vi^ry high degree 
of appreciation. .Mr. K. Hutchereon con- 
tributeil in no small degree to the sue 
ceas of the meotinga, his extremely prac 
tical ana valuable paper on " Fruit 
Culture and Orchard Work " was to 
many intensely interesting aud instruct- 
ive. Mr. Hutcherson held the attention 
of a very appreciative audience all 
through his addreaa. Mr. T. H. Shan- 
non also assisted in a moat acceptable 
manner through his paper " Swine Hus- 
bandry," The manner in which this 
subject was handled by Mr. Shannon 
would have done credit to many experi 
enced lecturers or essayists; it was evi' 
dent that he had not only studied up the 
tlieoretical principles involved, hut that 
ho had alao a thoroughly practical knowl 
edge of the subject. The tiisciiaeions were 
also very much appreciated au(i partici 
pi'^'d in by many. 

Tlie Institute arranged for holding i 
e-ries of meelinga in variinia phu'ea in 
the district, also to exchange courteaiea 
on a ri'ciprocal basis willi the Delta 
F truK ra' Institule. 

The oliicera elrcled for the current 
year were: I'reBideiit, C. D. Moggridge;
